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Applicant's arguments filed January 17, 2006 have been fully considered but are 
not persuasive. The proposed amendment has not been entered because it is not 
deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or 
simplifying the issues for appeal. The amendment would raise 1 12, first paragraph 
issues because the pH modification of claim 7 requires that an anion be present. 
Furthermore, the amendment has not been entered because it would raise new issues 
that would require further search and/or consideration by significantly narrowing the 
claim language. 

Applicant argues the proposed amendment would distinguish over the prior art 
because the prior art requires the presence of a phosphate anion and phosphorous 
containing inorganic oxyanions. Since said argument is contingent upon the entry of the 
non-entered amendment, the argument is moot. Entry has not been allowed because 
claim 7 requires an anion (such as those taught in Dolan) be present in order to adjust 
the pH via the addition of an acid. 

All of applicant's further arguments are contingent upon the entry of a non- 
entered amendment. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
